Veterinary Inspectors and the Public Health. 
PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS AT THE FOLKESTONE 
CONFERENCE.

The following presidential address was delivered 
by Major-General Sir Layton J. Blenkinsop, K.C.B.. 
D.S.0., at the Conference of Veterinary Inspectors 
held in conjunction with the Royal Renney 
Institute at Folkestone, on June 22nd and 23rd :— 


“ In opening the section of this Congress which is 
devoted to Veterinary Inspectors, the work of the 
veterinary profession within the domain of public 
health comes naturally uppermost in the mind. 
The influence of animals on the health and well- 
being of the nation cannot be treated lightly, and 
wherever this influence is felt, the veterinary 
inspector should have no small voice in making 
for the welfare of the nation. The veterinary 
profession, like all other scientific professions, has 
advanced with great strides during recent years, 
and I feel confident that in the near future the 
advance of veterinary preventive medicine will be 
even more marked, especially if the veterinary 
profession is trusted to carry out the work which 
falls within its legitimate duties, without the un- 
necessary interference which always results from 
dual control. There is no reason why _ the 
veterinary and medical professions should not work 
side by side for their mutual advantage, and I fee! 
certain that with closer co-operation the two pro- 
fessions would help each other, and the public w ould 
greatly benefit. 

‘‘ The veterinary profession during the Great War 
has shown that it is competent to bring animal 
diseases under control, and to raise animal efficiency 
to a very high standard. It seems reasonable to 
maintain that a profession which has proved itself 
capable of this in war can, undoubtedly, if properly 
organized and administered, do similar work in 
peace. 

“The work which veterinary inspectors are 
eminently capable of performing is not by any 
means confined to animal] diseases. Their pro- 
fessional training and experience of the domesticated 
animals eminently fit them for a far wider sphere 


of usefulness. In the first instance, they might 
with advantage be entrusted with the duties relating 
to the maintenance of health in animals destined 
to provide food for the nation. This is a claim 
the veterinary profession has not sufficiently 
pressed. In my opinion it is the most important 
of all the work which the veterinary inspector's 
duties should cover, and is the true basis of all 
veterinary preventive medicine. 

* The maintenance of health in animals involves 
a very large number of questions and demands a 
practical knowledge of very many and _ widely 
different subjects which are included in the term 
‘Zootechnics.’ The chief subjects are the art cf 
breeding and selecting animals to live in a particular 
environment, the nutrition of animals on economic 
lines, the sanitation of animals both when housed 
and at graze, and the handling of all animals in 
domestication. These questions affecting animals 
in health must necessarily fall to the men who deal 
with those departures from health which we 
understand under the term ‘* disease.’ 

“The animal diseases which we should consider in 
a Congress of this Institute fall under two broad 
headings :— 

(a) Animal diseases communicable to man, or 
— conditions which affect public health. 
(o) Animal diseases affecting the value of 

animals and animal products destined for human 

food. 
In the former group tuberculosis is the most 
important at the present time, and you are being 
given a paper on tuberculin tests in cattle which at 
present is the basis of the s¢ientific diagnosis of this 
disease in animals. With the knowledge at our 
disposal there is no doubt that tuberculosis in 
animals could be brought under control, and to’ one 
who has spent his life in combating disease in other 
classes of animals, it appears litfle short of 
scandalous that some definite step has not been 
taken for the control, if not eradication, of this 
scourge amongst our farm stocks. The wastage of 
child life due to bovine tuberculosis is well known 
to you all, and you are all able to appreciate the 
toll this disease takes of our milk and meat- 
producing animals. The work now being done for 
the eradication of this disease amongst animals in 
America and on the Continent of Europe should, 
undoubtedly, stimulate the authorities in this 
country to take steps to clear our herds of this 
scourge. To attempt this with any possibility 
of success more drastic and efficient legislation 
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is required than the existing orders, and I suggest 
that the first steps should be to make the disease 
notifiable in its early stages under the Animals 
(Notification of Disease) Order. The present 
non possumis attitude taken up by some authorities 
in this country is one which should not be accepted 
by the younger and more progressive members of 
this section. There appears to be hesitation in 
bringing forward efficient legislation owing to the 
fear of dangerously reducing the total quantity of 
milk produced in this country ; but surely we are 
not justified in countenancing in this way the 
distribution of disease-bearing milk, even if the 
eradication of the disease would necessarily have 
the effect of curtailing the milk supply, which I 
greatly doubt. With our present scientific know- 
ledge we have other methods at our disposal than 
the pole-axe. 


‘The schemes put forward for eradicating tubercu- 
losis from specially-selected herds and well-chosen 
centres, where the percentage of affected animals 
may be small and gradually extending the sphere 
of operations, may appeal to some, but when one 
appreciates the wastage of child-life which is taking 
place owing to contaminated milk, one is inclined 
to the opinion that too much consideration is being 
given to vested interests, and not enough thought 
is being bestowed on the welfare of our nation’s 
greatest asset—our children. 


“Now, turning to those animal diseases which 
though not transmissible to man _ nevertheless 
materially affect the nation’s food supply, either 
by interfering with the natural increase of our 
domesticated animals or by rendering food products 
derived from them less valuable. These diseases, 
from an economic point of view, are often of the 
greatest importance and require a very carefully- 
trained and efficient veterinary service for their 
amelioration, if not eradication. Further, the 
sanitary care of animals should be looked upon as 
one of the most important duties of veterinary 
inspectors. Take, for instance, the milk supply 
from ill-kept, badly-fed cattle occupying insanitary 
dairies. Is it right that milk derived from cows 
under such conditions should be placed on, the 
market mainly as a food for our children? I am 
quife certain that as the public become better 
educated in questions connected with the nation’s 
food supply, they will insist on these matters 
receiving proper attention. Then veterinary 
inspectors will be called upon to perform the duties 
which I have already indicated are theirs by virtue 
of their professional training. 

“ Gentlemen, it is for you to see to it that when the 
cal] comes you, one and all, are fully capable of 
proving your value. From my experience of your 
work during the Great War I am perfectly confident 
that when the call is made you will come forward 
and prove the aid the veterinary profession is 
capable of giving in assisting to solve many of the 
great problems which are facing the Ministry of 
Public Health.”

The Value of Mutual Co-operation between Human 
and Veterinary Medicine.*

The subject which I wish to introduce for dis- 
cussion to-day, and which I have made the title of 
my paper, is that of the value of mutual co-opera- 
tion between the medical and veterinary profes- 
sions; and I propose to ask you to consider it 
particularly under the heading of benefit to the 
general community, as this is the ultimate aim of 
all medical knowledge and includes our respective 
individual patients and our mutual selves. 


Let us first ask ourselves the question whether 
by working together in the fight against disease 
we are not able to get better results than if we 
worked in watertight and separate compartments. 
To this, in my opinion, there can but be one 
answer, for flesh is flesh ; and whether it is that 
of the higher animal man, or that of one of the so- 
called lower creation of beasts, it is in each case 
liable to disease, and the object of all medical 
professions is to discover the most satisfactory way 
of preventing or, if disease is already present, of 
affording relief and cure. 


Of diseases communicable from animals to man 
there are quite a number, which equally concern 
the medical man and the veterinary profession, 
and in some of them we can claim that we take 
the first line of defence; and that it entirely 
depends upon the conduct of the veterinary 
hygienists, who form the vanguard, whether 
mankind suffers or not. I do not think that the 
veterinary profession in Great Britain ever asserted 
sufficiently the importance of its position in 
this respect, and T am sure the general public does 
not properly realise it. Think what would happen 
if such diseases as glanders, rabies, anthrax, and 
foot-and-mouth, to mention only a few of the most 
commonly known ones, were left without skilful 
veterinary control in the animal world. 


VALUE OF THE TRAINED VETERINARIAN. 


Apart from the laboratory, their only source for 
man is the animal or some animal product, and 
the only man fitted to control these diseases in 
animals (and to do this he must occupy the front 
line of trenches in the Army of Defence) is the 
veterinarian. That we do occupy these trenches 
worthily is shown by the results attained, and it 
does not require much imagination to realise what 
might happen if no proper control was exercised, 


Take the two first mentioned, glanders and 
rabies, as illustrations. Two of the most fatal 
and terrible diseases to which mankind could 
possibly be subjected ; each transmitted to man 
originally only through the agency of a diseased 
animal, and diagnosable and preventable only by 
the trained and skilled veterinarian.

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Truly, the medical profession and the general 
public owe us a debt of gratitude for good work 
well done, and we are not vaingloriously boasting 
when we claim it; i is our right, and we should 
take it. We are a little too modest. and recent 
correspondence in the Press tells us that we are apt 
to be misunderstood in consequence. The public 
should remember that every disease of animals 
successfully stamped out means a certain financial 
loss to each individual veterinarian, and our medical 
“ confréres *’ should readily appreciate the powerful 
assistance unselfishly given by their veterinary 
colleagues in the fight against disease. 


VALUE OF MuTUAL COLLABORATION IN TUBERCU- 
LOSIS AND PusLic HEALTH. 


In matters of public health we must of necessity 
work side by side, and the value of mutual co- 
operation between human and veterinary medicine 
has been too often demonstrated to be ignored. 
In such a disease, for example, as tuberculosis, the 
two workers are inseparable. At a recently held 
combined meeting of the members of the Royal 
Society of Medicine and the Central Board of the 
National Veterinary Medical Association, at which 
the subject selected for discussion was ‘ The 
Eradication of Tuberculosis in Man and Animals,”’ 
it was stated by Sir John M’Fadyean that in 
breeding animals from three years old and upwards 
the proportion of infected animals was not less than 
30 per cent., and that in the milking breeds it was 
probably nearer 40 per cent. Professor Lyle 
Cummins affirmed without any hesitation that 
bovine bacilli caused much of the abdominal 
tuberculosis of children, and that they were 
responsible for their share of tuberculous mening- 
itis ; whilst Doctor A. E. Inman tabulated 34 per 
cent. of children who died under the age of five 
years from tuberculosis as being caused by bovine 
tubercle infection, and from five to ten years, 26 
per cent. ; ten to sixteen, 12 per cent. ; and sixteen 
years and upwards, 5 per cent. These tables were 
made from actual observations collected by post- 
mortem and subsequent bacteriological examina- 
tions. 

Doctor Halliday Sutherland, another speaker, 
stated that “‘as the bovine tubercle bacillus had 
been recovered in over 50 per cent. of cases where. 
tuberculosis attacked the glands, bones and joints 
of children, it was probable that some ten thousand 
children died every year in consequence of drinking 
tuberculous milk.” 

These statements are sufficiently appalling to 
show that the subject is an urgent one, and to 
demonstrate clearly the necessity in the fight 
against this one disease alone, if we are to obtain 
alleviation or even amelioration, for ‘ mutual 
co-operation between human and _ veterinary 
medicine.” 

Let the Ministry of Public Health, through its 
Veterinary Department, eradicate tuberculosis 
from its milking cattle, and 34 per cent. (a terribly 


high proportion) of the deaths of children who die 
from tuberculosis will have been dealt with. Itcan 
be done, and these deaths, at present being caused 
by this source, can be prevented. It is purely a 
question of finance and of tactful manipulation of 
the question of the milk supply. To slaughter 
millions of tuberculous cattle all at once, or ‘all 
in one year, would be folly, but to allow 10,000 
innocent helpless children a year to be infected 
and literally slowly poisoned is criminal when it is 
preventable. It seems incredible that such a 
matter can escape attention, and I would suggest 
here that we here, as an association, support the 
resolution which was unanimously passed on the 
suggestion of Sir John M’Fadyean at the joint 
meeting above alluded to, viz.: ‘That the prev- 
alence of tuberculosis amongst cattle in this 
country continues to be a serious menace to the 
health of human beings, and that to counteract this 
danger the re-introduction of the Tuberculosis 
Order, which was suspended in 1914, is urgently 
required.”” We should send it, with a request for 
urgent consideration, to the Ministry of Agriculture, 
to the Minister of Public Health, and to other 
societies and public bodies who would be likely to 
have influence to support it. So much then for 
tuberculosis, probably the most urgent disease of 
the moment for the eradication of which human 
and veterinary medicine should combine. 


CERTAIN SKIN DISEASES COMMUNICABLE FROM 
ANIMALS TO MAN. 


Now let us take comparatively minor ailments, 
which we in general practice come across constantly, 
viz., certain of the skin diseases—especially mange 
and ring-worm. 

Every veterinary practitioner, whether- in town 
or country, at some time or other meets with cases 
of mange, and the fact of this being contagious 
from animals to man is much better known to 
him than to his medical ‘“ confrére.”” All animals 
may get it, and during the late war its transmission 
to the men from horses, mules, and camels was 
well verified ; but, in civilian life, we get it con- 
stantly, and it is of no use to cure a man and to 
send him back to groom or be in actual contact 
with an infected or untreated horse. Another 
instance where mutual co-operation between the 
human and the animal physician is necessary. 
Cure them both, and both will remain cured ; 
otherwise one’s trouble becomes nullified by 
re-infection. 

Similarly with the lady’s dog, which is a much 
more frequent source than is suspected of infection 
to its mistress; and the cat or kitten which has 
been proved to pass on ring-worm to children ; 
whilst every agricultural stockman knows of the 
danger of handling ring-worm affected cases. 
Sources of infection which may readily be over- 
looked unless the fact that infection is possible is 
known, 
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My paper has intentionally been brief, but I hope 
I have set forth enough material to set you thinking 
and to interest you sufficiently to give your 
individual opinions on the subject of “‘ The Value 
of Mutual Co-operation between Human and 
Veterinary Medicine.” 

I ask you particularly to consider the matter 
under the following heads :— 

(1) Should we (and by that I mean both pro- 
fessions) by co-operating more together be 
better equipped for the fight against disease ? 

(2) Would such co-operation: be of mutual 
benefit to the two professions and to the general 
community ? 

(3) Would the patients of each, mankind on 
the one hand and the animal world on the other, 
gain by the co-operation ? 

So far as I am personally concerned I am going 
to answer each question emphatically in the 
affirmative, and especially is it the case in the 
domain of preventive medicine and public health ; 
although mutual collaboration in the domain of 
clinical teaching and treatment is equally beneficial, 
and many operations are now done on human 
being, which were pioneered on animals. Had 
M. Charlier, a distinguished French veterinary 
surgeon, but known his cue in 1850, he was in reality 
the pioneer of antiseptic surgery, for his successful 
ovarieotomies in cattle and the subsequent freedom 
from peritonitis were quite truly attributable to 
the fact that he ‘boiled his instruments and 
thoroughly washed his hands”; thus, had he 
but known it, by his example of surgical cleanliness, 
Charlier, a veterinarian, laid the foundation of 
modern-day antiseptics in abdominal and other 


surgery.

TRACTOR VERSUS Horse. 


A writer has been discussing the question of 
horse versus tractor, and remarks on the fact that 
the horse has recently been regaining some of its 
lost ground in the popular favour of the farmer. 
It is, perhaps, not necessary to discuss the respec- 
tive merits of the tractor and the horse in the 
sphere of farm cultivation or haulage to account 
for this temporary recovery. The efficacy of the 
tractor in cultivation, apart from its usefulness as 
a source of motive power for the working of farm 
machinery, is unquestionable. It has undoubtedly 
come to stay, and, as a matter of course, our 
enterprising manufacturers will see to the produc- 
tion of a more perfect tractor in due course than is 
available to-day. But, as matters stand, the 
encouragement to face the initial considerable 
cost of acquiring expensive mechanical power has 
got a set-back. Moreover, prices for work horses 
are on an easier basis than they were during the 
war years, and the cost of their keep has also 
relaxed very appreciably. On the other hand, 
owing both to the still high cost of raw materials 
and wages, manufacturers are unable, all of a 
sudden, to make corresponding reductions in their 
selling prices. Still another circumstance operates 


-against the immediate rapid development of the 


demand for tractors, and that is the heavy taxes 
that the Government have thought fit to impcse 
upon them if utilised for haulage purposes. This 
is destined to be a severe drag upon the mctor 
industry in more than one department.

R.C.V.S. COUNCIL MEETINGS. 


The proceedings of the formal meeting of Council 
for the election of officers which we report else- 
where were brief and pleasant. The re-election 
of Dr. O. Charnock Bradley as president was not 
only unanimous, but cordially so. There was a 
ballot for the two vice-presidents, and we are 
especially glad to record that Mr. G. A. Banham 
was elected senior vice-president, with Sir Stewart 
Stockman as second vice-president. Mr. Banham 
has been a member of the Council for twenty years, 
and it is understood he has been approached on 
several occasions with a view to his election as 
president, but has always declined the honour. 
We congratulate him on his election—for the third 
time—as a vice-president. 

At the quarterly meeting of Council which 
followed the business consisted, in addition to the 
consideration of eight reports from committees, 
of the formal matters of the election of standing 
committees for the year, and the fixing of dates for 
meetings and examinations. 

The most serious matter reported by the Finance 
Committee was that no less than 800 members had 
not yet paid their annual fee due under the Amend- 
ment Act passed last year. Frankly, we consider 
this figure scarcely credible. It means that two 
months after the last date allowed for payment more 
than a quarter of the members of the profession are 
in arrears with the payment of the statutory fee. 
We cannot shut our eyes to the gross neglect or 
carelessness which this state of affairs indicates, 
We are willing to assume that no readers of the 

Veterinary Record are among the dilatory 800, and 
we ask them to do what they can to see that their 
professional brethren do fulfil their obligations 
to the professional body. The Council of the 
College, with the approval of the profession, decided 
over twelve years ago on the principle of the annual 
fee of one guinea. Does any member need 
reminding that if, in addition to the decline in the 
value of the guinea, the number of members on 
whose support the College can count is reduced by 
more than 25 per cent., the financial position of the 
College will be no better off than it was twelve years 
ago, but indeed rather worse. How can we then 
expect the College to be in the position to safeguard 
our interests? The possession of an adequate 
reserve of funds is surely a sine qua non. 


It is all to the good that the committee recom- 
mended the formation of a trust fund out of the 
War Memorial Fund, in order to carry out the main 
purpose for which the money was collected, namely, 
to endow the War Memorial Library. At the same 
time we cannot help once more voicing our regret 
that no larger sum could be obtained for this 
extremely important part of the work of the 
College. It will not be possible to equip and 


maintain an adequate professional library on the - 


income from an investment of £1,250 in consols ! 

From the reports of the Publication Committee 
it will be seen that the rules for the Lending and 
Reference Library have now been drawn up, and 
that a number of standard works have been 
purchased. It is pleasing to notice how many 
members have been willing to help the Library by 
gifts of books from their own collections. 

It is this spirit which led to the formation of the 
Library in the first instance—we recall the names 
of Field and Fleming to give them honourable 
mention—and it is by the cultivation of this spirit 
that the profession will prosper. 

The report of the Bye-laws Committee provided 
some sharp discussion, and in the end the Council 
adopted the report on the finished work of the 
committee, but declined to give it a new lease of 
life. Mr. Howard’s motion, however, of which he 
gave notice at the end of the meeting, promises to 
re-open the whole question of the need for the over- 
hauling of the examination bye-laws, and it is to be 
expected that the matter will be thoroughly 
thrashed out, and a definite decision reached at 
the October meeting. For our part we suggest 
that no piece of work of the magnitude contem- 
plated can be expected to be accomplished by a 
committee which meets only four times a year. If 
the matter is to be attempted, monthly meetings 
should be provided for at the very least. 

The Parliamentary Committee restricted their 
recommendations with regard to the new Charter 
practically to the matters on which the recent 
Special Committee reported. The Charter will 
provide for the appointment of a third examiner, 
who is to be the student’s own teacher, and whose 
participation in the examination is to be limited 
to the oral and practical part. Members of the 
profession, as well as Fellows, are to be made 
eligible to act as examiners. We hope that there 
will be no delay in securing the granting of the 
Charter. There are no doubt other amendments 
and extensions of the Charter which are needed, 
but these are the most urgent, and we know of 
none that need delay the presentation of the 
Petition to the Privy Council. 
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The election of standing committees was carried 
out on a new principle, namely, by balloting, in 
each case for fifteen names from the thirty-two 
members of Council. This was on the face of it 
an impartial method, but it has resulted in three 
members not being elected to any committee, while 
three members have been elected to one only. This 
is no doubt pure chance, but we would suggest that 
some system should be adopted in future whereby 


‘a more regular distribution of the members of the 


Council among the committees may be secured.

MINUTES. 


The minutes of the previous meeting, which had 
been printed and circulated, were taken as read 
and confirmed. 


ELECTION OF PRESIDENT. 


Sir Stewart Stockman: I have very great 
pleasure in proposing that Dr. Bradley be elected 
president for the ensuing year. (Cheers.) I am 
sure I may say that he has commanded the admira- 
tion of all of us, not only for his handling of the 
business of the Council in the chair, but also on 
account of his exceptional personality. But that 
is not the only reason I propose him as president. 
He has also found time to do a good deal of public 
service in connection with the veterinary pro- 
fession by serving on committees, and in connection 
with the National. He has been chosen for that 
service not simply because he is the president of 
this College, but because he is Dr. Bradley ; and 
I do not think we could do better than ask him to 
serve for another term of office as president. I 
have very much pleasure in proposing that we 
again elect Dr. Bradley as our president. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Mutvey: I have very much pleasure in 
seconding that proposition. We all know the 


manner in which Dr. Bradley has conducted the 
business of this Council for the past twelve months. 
He has been a good president—a strong man who 
has not been afraid to express his opinion or to 
suppress disorderly members, if there are such, 
(Laughter.) He has carried out his work efficiently 
and, I believe, to the satisfaction of every member 
of the Council. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Coteman: I have very much pleasure in 
supporting that proposition, because I think 
Prof. Bradley has been the most impartial and 
genial president under whom I have had the 
pleasure to sit. (Cheers.) 

There being no further nominations, Sir Stewart 
Stockman put the motion to the meeting, and it 
was carried by acclamation. 

The PRESIDENT, who was received with very 
hearty cheering on rising to reply, said: Sir 
Stewart Stockman, Mr. Mulvey, Mr. Coleman, and 
Gentlemen,—You will perhaps allow me, in as 
brief a manner as may be, to thank you, and to 
make my thanks even warmer for the fact that 
the election has been unanimous, I need hardly 
say that when I accepted the office of president 
last year it was with the avowed intention of 
holding it merely for one year and resisting any 
pressure to occupy the chair for a longer period ; 
but the very cordial manner in which you have 
received this proposal naturally leads me to change 
my decision. I do that more particularly because 
I regard myself—and I hope I may say I have 
always regarded myself—as the servant of the 
Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons, so that any 
request that the Council make to me is more than 
a request: I regard it as a command. May I, 
therefore, in so many words, say “Thank you.” 
(Cheers. ) 


oF Two VicE-PRESIDENTS. 


The Presipent: We now have to elect two 
vice-presidents. The present vice-presidents are 
Mr. McKinna and Sir Stewart Stockman. 

Sir Stewart Stockman, Sir Layton Blenkinsop, 
Mr. Banham, Mr. Price and Mr. McKinna were 
nominated for the positions, and a ballot was 
taken. 

Messrs. Simpson and Spencer were elected 
scrutineers of the ballot, and they subsequently 
reported that the voting was as follows :—Mr. 
Banham (20), Sir Stewart Stockman (14), Sir 
Layton Blenkinsop (10), Mr. Price (4), and Mr. 
McKinna (2) 

The Prestpent: I declare Mr. Banham and 
Sir Stewart Stockman elected as the two vice- 
presidents. 


ELECTION OF TREASURER. 


Lieut.-Col. Mason: I beg to propose the re- 
election of Mr. Mulvey as treasurer. As the 
Chairman of the Finance Committee, I desire to 
assure the Council of the able manner in which Mr. 
Mulvey carries out his duties in looking after the 
finances of this College. (Cheers.) 
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Mr. Banuam: I have very great pleasure in 
seconding that motion. I do not often second the 
nomination of the same gentleman for the same 
office year after year, but I think this is an office 
in which we want the same gentleman year after 
year. He knows all about the work; he is in 
London, and we all know that we cannot have a 
better man to do the work. I have very much 
_pleasure in seconding the motion. 

The PrestpenT: Are there any further 
nominations ? If not, I will put the motion that 
Mr. Mulvey be elected treasurer. 

The resolution was then put, and carried 
unanimously. 

Mr. Mutvey, who was received with cheers on 
rising to reply, said: Mr. President and Gentlemen, 
I appreciate very highly the kindly way in which 
my name has been mentioned, and I thank you 
for electing me. At the same time I think the 
time has arrived when this agreeable little farce 
might be dispensed with. I do not know whether 
it is known to the majority of the members of the 
Council, or to any of them, but as a matter of fact 
when you elected me as treasurer it was not open 
to you to re-elect me. According to the Charter, 
once you have elected the treasurer, if you want 
to dispense with him because you think he has not 
conducted your work as it should be conducted, 
you must dismiss him. (Laughter.) The president, 
the vice-presidents and the secretary have to be 
elected annually ; not so the treasurer. (Laughter 
and cheers.) 


ELECTION OF SECRETARY AND REGISTRAR. 


The PresipeNtT: Having performed that little 
farce, we now proceed to the election of the secre- 
tary and registrar, and I should like to be permitted 
to move from the Chair that we re-elect Mr. 
Bullock to those two offices. (Cheers.) 

Mr. MutvEy: I hope I may be allowed, as the 
member of Council most intimately acquainted 
with Mr. Bullock and his work, to second that 
motion. Mr. Bullock is a very assiduous officer ; 
he takes pains with everything he does, and he goes 
out of his way to work. 

The PrestpENtT: Merely as a matter of form I 
put the resolution to you, gentlemen. 

The resolution was carried by acclamation. 

The SECRETARY AND ReEGIsTRAR (Mr. F. Bullock), 
who was received with cheers on rising to reply, 
said: I thank you, gentlemen. 


WELCOME To New MEMBERS. 


Mr. TricgeR: I should like, as one of the senior 
members of Council present, to call your attention 
to the fact that there are several new members 
present at the Council meeting to-day, and I 
should like to take the opportunity of welcoming 
them to this Council chamber. I should like at 
the same time to refer to the very great regret that 
we all feel at the loss of the services of our old 
friend, Mr. Alexander Lawson. (Hear, hear.) I am 
sure we all deeply deplore the fact that he has 


retired from the Council after so many years of 
service. (Hear, hear.) He was a man we all admired, 
and he was a great friend of the majority of the 
members of the Council. I am sure we all sincerely 
hope that he will be completely restored to full 
health. (Cheers.) I should also like to express the 
thanks of the Council to Dr. McCall for the service 
that he has rendered to us. I think when a 
gentleman has served for the number of years that 
he did the least we can do is to send a resolution 
from the Council thanking him for his services. 
(Hear, hear.) As the senior member of Council 
next to Mr. Mulvey, I welcome the new members, 
I am sure the Council is very greatly strengthened 
by their presence. The new members have active 


and vigorous intellects, and in that way I think the — 


strength of the Council has been greatly augmented. 
I congratulate the Council on its acquisition. 

Mr. Price: I beg to second that. 

The PresipEent: It is proposed that we send to 
Mr. Lawson and Dr. McCall an expression of 
appreciation of the services which they rendered 
to the College for the many years they were 
members of this Council. I am sure we shall all 
be agreed upon that. 

The resolution was carried by acclamation. 

The PresipEnt : I would like to associate myself 
most heartily with the other remarks Mr. Trigger 
has made. I intended, before we concluded the 
meeting of Council, to extend a welcome to the new 
members, to say we are glad to see them, and that 
we are fully persuaded that their presence here is an 
accession of strength to the Council. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Carter: It has just been whispered to me 
that there is another gentleman whose name should 
be connected with the resolution we have just 
passed, namely, Prof. Shave. I should like to 
propose that his name be included in the vote of 
thanks, (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. TriegER: It was an oversight on my part. 

The Prestpent: It is suggested that Prof. 
Shave’s name should be included in the resolution. 
I am sure you all agree to that. 

The resolution was carried by acclamation. 

This concluded the businéss of the om of 
Council. 

QUARTERLY MEETING OF 

A quarterly meeting of Council was held 
immediately following the meeting of Council. 
Dr. O. Charnock Bradley (President) occupied the 
chair, and the same members were present as at the 
previous meeting. 

MINUTES. 

The minutes of the previous meeting, which had 
been printed and circulated, were taken as read 
and confirmed. 


APOLOGIES FOR ABSENCE. 


The SecrRETARY announced that letters regretting 
their inability to attend the meeting had been 
received from Messrs. McKinna (who was unwell), 
Sumner and Male. 
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OBITUARY. 
The Secretary read the obituary list. 


CORRESPONDENCE. 

The SecreTarRy announced that an invitation 
had been received from the National Association 
for the Prevention of Tuberculosis to nominate a 
delegate from the College to attend a conference 
to be held on July 26th, 27th and 28th. 

On the motion of Mr. Mulvey, seconded by Sir 
John M’Fadyean, it was unanimously resolved that 
the President be requested to act as the delegate 
of the College, and if he was unable to attend, that 
he should nominate a member of Council to take 
his place. 

The SecrerarRy announced that a very cordial 
invitation had been received from the Secretary 
of the Second International Congress on the 
History of Medicine to be held in Paris from the 
'st to the 6th of July. The Congress would com- 
prise three sections, medical, pharmaceutical and 
veterinary. The College was asked to send a 
delegate or to ‘‘ adhere ’’ to the Congress. 

Sir Jonn M’Fapyean : I beg to move that we 
“adhere ’”’ to the Conference, and that if it be 
decided that a delegate should be sent that we 
should send our Secretary, who has a greater claim 
from the point of view of acquaintance with the 
subject than anybody in the country that I know. 

Dr. SuHare-Jones : I beg to second that. 

The PresipEnt: | think you will agree to that 
suggestion, that we not only ‘ adhere,”’ but that 
we also send our Secretary. 

Mr. BannamM: Would not it be advisable if we 
could get Sir Frederick Smith to go ? 

Sir Layron Bienxinsop: I have had a com- 
munication from Sir Frederick Smith, saying that 
he has been invited personally to attend this 
Congress, but he regrets that he will be unable 
to do so. 

Sir Jonn M’Fapyran: I understand that if we 
“ adhere ” to the Congress we get all the advantages 
of membership. Nothing would be gained by 
suggesting two names, otherwise I should have been 
delighted to include in the motion the name of Sir 
Frederick Smith, because I think he and, our 
Secretary are really the only two persons in this 
country who know anything worth mentioning 
about the history of veterinary medicine. 

The PrestpEent: I will put the motion to you, 
that we ‘“ adhere ’’ to the Conference, and that we 
send the Secretary as our representative. 

The resolution was carried unanimously. 

The Secrerary : I should like to express to you 
my very deep thanks for this mark of your con- 
fidence in me. I regret that it will be impossible 
for me to attend the Conference, which begins 
to-day and finishes on the 6th July. The work of 
the College prevents me being away from the office 
during these few days, but attendance is not 
necessary at the Conference. 

Sir Jonn M’Fapyean : I think that is what we 
expected when we passed the motion. 
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The Prestpent: I think that we ought to be 
represented at the Conference. This country is 
greatly behindhand in its interest in the history 
of the profession. I do not think it can compare 
with France or other countries in that respect. 

Sir Srewart Stockman: Apropos of this 
question, I quite understand how it is that this 
matter has not come before the Council earlier. 
It is simply due to the fact that a Council meeting . 
has not been held. But could not we have some 
sort of machinery for getting a thing like this 
brought to the notice of the Council or of a 
committee so that we could deal with it in advance ? 
It is very unfortunate that the Congress starts 
to-day, so that Mr. Bullock has not time to get his 
bag packed and to get a passport. I suggest we 
might have some machinery for dealing with these 
things as they arise, so that we have not to wait 
for two or three months. 

The Prestipent: The want of some such 
machinery is felt rather acutely at the present time. 

Sir Jonn M’Fapyeay : Is it quite impossible for 
Mr. Bullock to attend ? 

The Presipent: He will go for one day. 

Sir Joun M’Fapyean: I am sure I am voicing 
the feeling of everyone here when I say that we 
desire that Mr. Bullock should actually “* adhere ” 
to the Congress and attend, and that his expenses 
be paid. (Hear, hear.) 

The PrestpENT: Some arrangement will have 
to be made with regard to the office staff so that 
Mr. Bullock can manage to attend for one day. 


Rieut-oF-Way. 

The Secretary: I have to report that on June 
22nd and on several occasions during the past 
year I have, as Secretary of the College, passed 
through the gateway into Yorkshire Grey Yard, in 
order to maintain the right-of-way of the College 
through the yard. | 

Mr. Asson: Do you do that in the presence of 
a witness 

The Presipent: Yes, male and female. 


FINANCE COMMITTEE. 

Lt.-Col. Mason read the following report of a 
meeting of the Finance Committee held on the 
Ist July :-— 

Financial statement.—The Treasurer submitted 
his financial statement for the quarter, showing a 
balance in hand of £291 6s. 7d. and _ liabilities 
amounting to £384 9s. 11d. 

It was resolved: ‘‘ That the Treasurer's state- 
ment be approved, and that he be ordered to pay 
the liabilities shown together with cheques for 
monthly salaries, petty cash, examiners’ fees and 
expenses and examination expenses, Fellowship and 
D.V.S.M. examination expenses, gas and electric 
light.” 

. Annual fees.—The Registrar reported that more 
than 800 members had not yet paid their annual 
fee. He submitted a copy of the first notice to be 
issued to members in arrear. 
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It was resolved: ‘That the form of notice be 
approved, and that the Registrar be instructed to 
consult with the Solicitor with regard to the form of 
the final notice and other necessary documents 
to be prepared.” 


Furniture.—It was resolved to recommend : 
“That the following articles be obtained: six 
additional chairs for the Council room and two 
small carpet rugs.” 


War Memorial Fund.—The Treasurer reported 
that in the War Memorial Fund there remained a 
balance in hand of £693 17s. 10d. 

It was resolved to recommend : (a) * That part 
of this capital be amalgamated with the present 
capital of the Library and Museum Fund formed 
by the Sewell bequest.” (b) ** That the Treasurer 
be authorised to invest so much of the available 
capital in the purchase of consols as would make 
the joint fund £1,250 nominal censols.”’ (ec) 
“That the Solicitor be instructed to prepare a 
binding trust in order to make an endowment fund 
for the Library, and that the fund be placed in the 
hands of the official trustees of Charitable Funds.”’ 


Insurance.—The question of the insurance of the 
contents of the building was considered, and the 
matter was referred to the Treasurer and Secretary, 
with instructions to revise the whole of the policy. 


Mr. BrirrLeBANK: Before this report is put to 
the meeting I should like to ask whether additional 
accommodation cannot be provided for the Council 
in the way of an extension of the Council table. 
I have no doubt that the matter has already 
received the consideration of the Finance Com- 
mittee. Whenever there is anything like a full 
attendance of Council it is quite impossible for a 
considerable number of the members to get any- 
where near the table and to conduct the business 
in comfort. Nothing elaborate is required. If an 
extension is put on at each end of the table, the 
members of Council would have much greater 
facilities, unless something better can be devised 
that would be sufficient to give us the opportunity 
to put our legs under the table, to have our papers 
in front of us, and to make such notes as may be 
necessary. I do not know how it can be done, 
but I do urge that something should be done for 
our comfort. 

Lt.-Col. Mason : I may tell the members of the 
Council that this matter was thoroughly discussed 
at the meeting of the committee this morning, and 
it was considered unnecessary at the present time 
to do anything owing to the expense that would be 
involved. It is only occasionally that we have 
such a big attendance as we have to-day. The 
matter was thoroughly discussed, and that was 
the opinion of the committee. 

Col. BrrrrLeBank : I think it is very necessary 
that something should be done. 

On the motion of Lt.-Col. Mason, seconded by 
Mr. Carter, the report was then received and 
adopted. 


ByE-LAWS SPECIAL COMMITTEE. 


Mr. Mutvery read the following report of a 
meeting of the Bye laws Special Committee held 
on Wednesday, June 29th :— 

(i) Minutes—The minutes of the previous 
meeting were taken as read and confirmed. 

(ii) D. V.S.M. Regulations.—The consideration 
of the regulations for the D.V.S.M. examination 
was concluded, and the revised regulations will be 
submitted to the Council at its next meeting. 

(iii) Membership Examination Bye-laws.—The 
bye-laws referring to examinations for the diploma 
of membership were considered. It was 
resolved :— 

(1) That the Committee desire an expression of 
opinion of the Council on the following points before 
proceeding to the further consideration of these 
Bye-laws :— 

(a) That Bye-law 62 be extended to provide 
that a student who is studying for a Degree in 
Arts, Science or Medicine, or other Degree or 
Diploma mentioned in para. 1, and who in the 
course of his studies for that degree or diploma 
has passed an examination in Chemistry and 
Physics, and also in Biology (Botany and Zoology), 
shall be exempted from attendance at the first 
year’s course, and from the examination at the 
end of that year, provided that each student so 
exempted shall be examined in the whole subject 
of Anatomy at the Class B examination. 

(6) That pupils in Secondary Schools who are 
eligible to commence the veterinary course after 
passing an examination equivalent to the first 
examination of the Board of Education, and who 
remain at school for a further year and obtain 
the Higher School Certificate, including the 
subjects of Chemistry and Physics and Biology, be 
exempt from attendance et the first year’s 
course, and be eligible to take the Class A 
examination in those subjects, the whole subject 
of Anatomy being taken at the Class B examina- 
tion. 

(2) That the above matters be placed on the 
agenda of the Council at the October meeting. 


The Presipentr: We have decided—and I think 
it is a wise decision—not to put the point men- 
tioned in the report with regard to the membership 
examination bye-laws, to this meeting,but to defer 
the debate until the October meeting, in order that 
everyone may have an opportunity of seeing in 
print the actual points, which I do not suppose 
could be grasped by merely hearing them read. 
We will discuss the subject and vote upon it if 
necessary at the October meeting. 

Sir Joun M’Fapyean: I should like, if 1 may, 
to say a few words on this point. I am not quite 
sure what is the suggested procedure in order to 
obtain the opinion of the Council on such an 
important matter as this. I thought there was 
only one way of obtaining the opinion of the 
Council with regard to a very important alteration 
in our bye-laws, and that was to give notice of it 
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and post it on the board, so that the subject could 
be discussed and voted upon in the ordinary way. 
I suggest that is the right way to proceed. I 
do not think it was understood when this com- 
mittee was appointed that it was, so to speak, to 
go fishing about for possible reasons for altering 
the bye-laws. I think the correct course is to give 
notice of a motion, and that will ensure a serious 
discussion. It appears to me to be the better 
course, because effect to any resolution passed 
after a debate cannot be given until notice has 
been posted and the subject has been debated 
again. 

Dr. SuHare-Jones: On the general question, I 
should like to say that I think Sir John M’Fadyean 
has raised this point before (I speak subject to 
correction) when he challenges the powers of this 
committee. I believe I am correct in saying that 
the ruling of the chair at the time was that that 
committee had power to consider these bye-laws, 
and to recommend to this Council any alteration 
which they thought fit. I ask whether that is 
correct or not, in order that our discussion may be 
curtailed. 

Mr. Garnett: If I may speak on this point, [ 
would like to say that, as one of the members of 
the committee who tried to carry out the instruc- 
tions of the Council, there were so few attendances 
put in that we came practically to an impasse, 
so that we wanted some direction from the Council. 
We, therefore, threw out this suggestion, and if you 
approve of the suggestion of the President that we 
debate this point, and the Council at the next 
meeting come to some conclusion upon it, the 
committee then can carry on the work they have in 
hand. Otherwise I do not think we can get any 
further. 

Mr. Mutvey: All this is due to the fact that 
members who are appointed on committees do not 
attend. There were present at the meeting during 
the principal part of the time only the President, 
Mr. Garnett, and myself ; Mr. Gaiger came in just 
before we concluded. We, therefore, felt that as 
there were so few members present we should like 
some guidance on the matter, and I was instructed 
by the other members that this should appear pn 
the report of the committee. That is how the 
paragraph comes to be there. If it is your wish 
that the better way would be to place this on 
the agenda for discussion at the October meeting 
as an alteration of bye-law, well and good. 

Sir Srewart Stockman : I would like to suggest, 
if I may, that if the members of a committee like 
this do not attend the committee meetings, the 
committee should so report, so that we can appoint 
others who will attend. I have very great objection 
t> any man going on a committee who cannot 
attend its meetings. I refuse over and over 
asain to go on committees because I know that I 
cannot attend.

Sir Jonn M’Fapyean : Is there any reason, sir, 
why the committee should continue? They 
apparently have nothing to do unless the Council 
answers these questions. I suggest that the com- 
mittee be dissolved. They have completed their 
work with regard to the D.V.S.M. examinations, 
and I know of nothing else that is pressing. If 
there is anything else, then let them give notice of 
motion about it. 

Mr. GaiceR: That is the very reason why the 
members do not attend—that they would like to 
see this committee dissolved. Some of the 
members of the committee do not attend simply 
because they have no interest in it. They do not 
want the bye-laws altered. 

Sir Joun M’Fapyean: If I am in order, I will 
move formally, ‘‘ That the committee be dissolved.” 
This is a committee to which there appears to be 
no natural term of life ; it can go on for ever and 
ever. Naturally, in the course of time our bye-laws 
require alteration, but it never was intended, when 
this committee was appointed, that it should be a 
permanent committee sitting to advise the Council 
when an alteration of bye-laws appeared to be 
necessary. I move, “That the committee be 
dissolved.”’ If occasion arises for making a real 
revision of the bye-laws in the near future, one can 
be appointed. 

Col. BritrLeBANK: I second that motion. 

Dr. SHare-Jones: Has effect already been 
given to the recommendations of the committee 
dealing with that part of the work which was 
remitted to the committee ? 

The Prestipent: The portion of the work 
dealing with the D.V.S.M. is to be reported upon 
this afternoon. 

Dr. SHare-Jones : Whilst in some ways I agree 
with what has been said this afternoon, some of the 
members of the Council do not appreciate the work 
which was remitted to the committee. Rightly or 
wrongly the duty remitted to that committee was 
to revise the bye-laws of this College. Anyone 
reading through the bye-laws will appreciate the 
enormous mass of werk that that involves. The 
committee has met several times. I have been to 
several meetings of the committee, but it is obvious 
that some of the bye-laws at least require a large 
amount of discussion. At one meeting we have been 
occupied on more than one occasion with a single 
bye-law, so that it is a big subject to tackle. It 
is not a subject which the Council can expect any 
committee to make a complete report upon in six 
months, that is, within the time during which two 
meetings of Council would be held. I think the 
fact that the committee has entirely revised the 


| bye-laws for the D.V.S.M. is significant of the fact 


that they have been working, and working very 
hard. There is one thing which militates against 
the attendance of some of the members of the 
committee at present to which I should like to 
refer, namely, that the committee has been called 
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for Wednesday, because there is such a rush of work 
in other committees. If the committee meets on 
Wednesday, it means that the members have to 
come up to town and stay there three or four days 
if they are to attend all the meetings connected with 
the College. Whether that difficulty can be got 
over or not is another matter. I think it can 
myself. I think some of the other committees 
might give way for this important committee at 
times, so that it can meet on the morning cf the 
Council meeting. It does seem to me to be rather 
extraordinary that a proposal should be made this 
afternoon to dissolve the committee when a portion 
of the work of the committee is coming before the 
Council for confirmation immediately. The 
magnitude of the work is such that you cannot 
expect a complete report from the committee. 

Mr. Trigger: As a matter of fact, is not this 
committee already dissolved ? Has not it ceased 
to exist unless we re-appoint it? It is not a 
standing committee ; it is a special committee. 

Mr. Mutvey: A special committee continues 
its work. 

Mr. Triecer: I was asking for a ruling from the 
Chair. 

The Presipent: I think that will be the answer. 
Do you, Dr. Share-Jones, move a direct negative 
or an amendment to the motion that has been 
moved ? 

Dr. SuHare-Jones: If you rule that the work of 
that committee terminates and that the com- 
mittee automatically dissolves at the annual 
meeting, that ends the discussion. The Council 
can please itself. 

Sir Jonn M’Fapyean: With reference to Dr. 
Share-Jones’ objection, I understand that the 
work of the committee with regard to the D.V.S.M. 
examination is completed, and that the report of 
the committee on that subject will come up at the 
next meeting. 

The Prestpent: That will only be on the 
D.V.S.M., not on other sections of the bye-laws with 
which the Bye-laws Committee has to deal. 

Mr. Gorron: Will you tell us what were the 
actual words that were used when the committee 
was appointed ? 

The PrestpeEnt: They were given last time, 
but I will repeat them again: ‘‘ On the question 
raised by Mr. Trigger 5 

Dr. SHare-Jones: I asked for a ruling at an 
early part of the discussion, which I received, 
whether that committee had power under the 
resolution of Council to deal with these bye laws. 

The PresipEeNtT: We are just going to look up 
the remit. 

The Secretary: “ On the 9th of October, 1919, 
at the meeting of the Bye-laws Committee the 
secretary read the reference as follows :—‘ That 
the special committee be re-appointed, with powers 
to consider the bye-laws governing the examinations, 
and to report.’ ”’ 

The Prestpent: There never has been in my 
mind any doubt as to the scope of the work of the 


Bye-laws Committee—that it had to deal with all 
the examinations. 

Col. BrirrLeBANK: I formally seconded Sir 
John M’Fadyean’s motion that the committee be 
dissolved, but I did not take the opportunity of 
giving my reasons for doing so. One of the 
members of the committee, I think very rightly, 
admits that there are some reasons why members 
do not attend this committee. If committees are 
to be carried on indefinitely like this, the whole 
intention of the delegation by the Council of its 
work to a special committee is entirely lost, and there 
is no prospect of their work ever being terminated. 
If it is desirable to continue the committee, surely 
the best plan is to dissolve this committee and 
appoint another one that will get on with the 
work. 

The PresipEent: I have before me a motion to 
the effect “That the Bye laws Committee be 
dissolved.” Is there any amendment? If not, 
I will put the motion, ‘ That the Bye laws Com- 
mittee be dissolved.” 

The resolution was then put and carried. 


EXAMINATION COMMITTEE. 


Mr. Mutvey read the following report of a 
meeting of the Examination Committee held on 
Thursday, 30th June, 1921, and moved _ its 
reception :—. 

Fellowship Examination.—The Secretary re- 
ported that since the previous meeting two 
examinations for the Fellowship Diploma had been 
held, namely, on May 7th, when three candidates 
entered, and on June 24th, when two candidates 
entered. 

The following were successful :—May 7th— 
G. Howie and F. Ware. June 24th—A. Goodall. 

D.V.S.M.  Examination._-Reports from the 
Local Secretary and the Chairman cf the Examiners 
were submitted on the D.V.S.M. examination held 
at Edinburgh on June 22nd, 23rd and 24th, show- 
ing that seven candidates entered for the examina- 
tion, and that the following were successful :— 
James Edgar, Edgar Stewart James, Thomas 
Marshall Mitchell, and Thomas John Bosworth. 

Educational Certificates.— Educational  certifi- 
cates Nos. 2489, 2490, 2491, and 2498 were sub- 
mitted and approved.

Bye-law 62.—An application was received from 
Mr. A. M. Lamach for the recognition of the 
Diploma in Agriculture of the Edinburgh and East 
of Scotland College of Agriculture, as exempting 
him under Bye-law 62 from attendance at the first 
year’s course. 

It was resolved: ‘‘ That the application be not 
acceded to.” 


The Prestpent: Mr. Mulvey, I think you had 
also better move the reception and adoption of the 
report of the Bye-laws Special Committee so far as 
the paragraph relating to the D.V.S.M. regulations 
is concerned, but not the paragraph relative to the 
Membership Examination Bye-laws. 

Mr. Mutvey: You do not receive that ? 

The PresmpEent: It is quite useless to receive 
the paragraph relating to the Membership 
Examination Bye-laws. 

Mr. Mutvey: Very well. I move that the 
report of the Bye-laws Special Committee as far 
as paragraph 2, relating to the D.V.S.M. regulations, 
be received and adopted, and I also move that the 
report of the Examination Committee be received 
and adopted. 

Sir Jonn M’Fapyean : I second that. 

The resolution was then put and carried. 

Mr. Garnett: May I propose a vote of censure 
on the committee for the way in which they have 
done their work ? 


“That the application be 


Dr. SHare-Jones : I do think there is something 
in what Mr. Garnett says. I was rather appalled 
this afternoon to think how members of this 
Council expect any committee to rush through very 
important work of that kind. I have some 
knowledge of the time that it takes to alter regula- 
tions or bye-laws elsewhere. In most educational 
institutions I know it would take at least twelve 
months to effect an alteration of the kind which 
you have expected this committee to do in three 
months, in considering the whole of the bye-laws 
of this College. I know of no committee of this 
College on which I have served which has worked 
harder than that committee. 

Sir Joun M’Fapyean: I think the resolution 
that the Council has just arrived at with regard 
to the report of this standing committee has been 
entirely misunderstood. I certainly did not 
intend to imply that the sub-committee had been 
in any way neglectful. If they were neglectful, or 
not very regular in their attendance, they had a 
good excuse. The fact is that a great many of the 
things that were debated in that committee are of 
such importance that they cannot be adequately 
debated by a small number of members of Council. 
They must come before this Council, and I expect 
it is a realisation of that fact that has kept many 
members from attending the committee regularly. 
Others I have no doubt had good personal reasons 
for not being present. I think that Mr. Garnett’s 
motion was hardly put seriously, and I will there- 
fore move that the committee be thanked for its 
labours. I think they deserve it. 

Col. BrrrTLEBANK: May I ask if all this dis- 
cussion is in order? I do not think Mr. Garnett’s 
proposition was seconded. 

The PrestpEent: I took it that Dr. Share-Jones 
seconded it. 

Col. BrirTLeBANK: I think Dr. Share-Jones only 
said he was in sympathy with it. 

Dr. SHare-JonEs: I did not take it that Mr. 
Garnett seriously moved it. 

The PresipENT: Then may we get on with 
business that really matters. (Hear, hear.) 


REGISTRATION COMMITTEE. 


The Secretary read the report of the Registra- 
tion Committee held on Thursday, 30th June, 1921, 
from which it appeared that fourteen cases were 
considered by the committee. 

In the case of H. Potts, non-member, name 
removed, it was reported that the name-plate and 
qualifications were still being displayed, and the 
Solicitor was instructed to send a cautionary 
notice. 

A member, whose conduct was complained of, 
appeared, accompanied by his solicitor and medical 
attendant, and, after hearing the evidence, it was 
resolved that the case be deferred for six months. 

In the case of a member charged with advertising, 
an explanation was submitted which was *on- 
sidered satisfactory. 
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Further correspondence was submitted in the 
case of a member charged with unprofessional 
conduct, and it was resolved that the member in 
question be called upon to appear before the 
committee at its next meeting. . 

A member charged with covering appeared before 
the committee and submitted an explanation. It 
was resolved that the explanation be accepted, but 
that the case be adjourned for three months to 
allow him to take further steps to secure that the 
use of his name in connection with his father’s 
practice was discontinued. 

An undertaking was received in the case of an 
existing practitioner charged with advertising. 

The Secretary was instructed to communicate 
with the Grants Committee, Ministry of Labour, 
with regard to the case of a student using the title 
“Canine Surgery.” 

In the case of an existing practitioner using the 
letters M.R.C.V.S., an explanation was received, 
accompanied by an undertaking, which was 
accepted. 

The Secretary was instructed to ask for an 
explanation in the.case of a member charged with 
advertising in a directory. 

Three cases were deferred for further evidence. 
An explanation, which was considered satisfactory, 
was submitted in the case of a non-member using 
the title “‘ Veterinary Surgeon,”’ and it was resolved 
that a prosecution be instituted in the case of a 
member using the letters ‘“‘ V.S.” 


APPLICATIONS FOR RESTORATION. 


E. J. Sewell.—The Solicitor submitted a report 
in this case, and it was resolved: ‘That the 
application for the restoration of the name of Mr. 
K. J. Sewell be refused.” 


PUBLICATION OF SIGNED ARTICLES IN THE LAy 
PREss. 


The consideration of the question of the publica- 
tion of signed articles on veterinary matters in the 
lay press was deferred to the next meeting. 


CORRESPONDENCE. 


(a) A letter was received from a member making 
charges against two members, and the Secretary 
was instructed to ask for proper evidence in each 
case. 

(6) A letter was received from a member, 
accompanied by a newspaper extract, referring to 
the proposals put forward to eliminate tuberculosis 
from pedigree cattle. 

It was resolved that there was no case. 

On the motion of Mr. Trigger, seconded by Col. 
Brittlebank, the report was received and adopted ; 
and, on the motion of the President, seconded by 
Mr. Clarkson, it was unanimously resolved that the 
seal of the College should be affixed to the authority 
to prosecute in the case mentioned in the report. 
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PARLIAMENTARY AND GENERAL PURPOSES 
COMMITTEE. 


Mr. Garnett read the following report of a 
meeting of the Parliamentary and _ General 
Purposes Committee held on Thursday, 30th 
June :— 

Parliamentary Bills.—-(a) Protection of Animals 
Bill.—This Bill consolidates the law with regard 
to the protection of animals, but does not enact any 
new legislation. 

(6) Public Health Officers’ Bill.-—The Chairman 
reported that he had been in communication with 
the promoters of this Bill in the endeavour to secure 
an amendment to provide for the inclusion of 
whole-time veterinary officers. {ft was,. however, 
found impossible to introduce an amendment. 

(c) It was resolved: ‘That the Secretary be 
instructed to obtain copies of Parliamentary 
debates (House of Commons) as published from day 
to day. 

Dangerous Drugs Regulations.—The Secretary 
submitted a copy of the report of the committee 
appointed by the Secretary of State for the Home 
Department to consider cutstanding objections to 
the draft regulations issued under the Dangerous 
Drugs Act, 1920, together with copies of the 
regulations as finally approved. 

Coal Mines Act (1911)  Regulations.— The 
following report of the special cub-committee was 
received and adopted :— 


COAL MINES ACT, L911. 
Regulations re Testing Horses for Glanders. 

Report of the sub-committee appointed by the 
Parliamentary Committee at its meeting on April 
7th. 

The sub-committee met on Thursday, May 5th, 
1921, when there were present Mr. F. W. Garnett. 
in the chair, Messrs. G. H. Locke, J. Clarkson. 
and Major-General Sir Layton Blenkinsop. 

Chairman.—It was resolved: That Mr. F. W. 
jarnett be appointed to the Chair. 

Coal Mines Regulation®—The Secretary sub- 
mitted correspondence with the North Midland 
Veterinary Medical Association, together with 
copies of the regulations re testing horses for 
glanders under the Coal Mines Act, 1911. 

After full discussion, it was resolved: ** That the 
matter is not one which at the present stage comes 
within the province of the Council of this College, 
but is one which should be referred to the Council 
of the National Veterinary Medical Association.” 

Veterinary Staff Salaries, D. A. I.—Corres- 
pondence with the Secretary of the North of Ireland 
Veterinary Medical Association was submitted, and 
the matter was left in the hands of the President 
and Mr, Garnett. 

Supplemental Charter.—The Solicitor submitted a 
draft petition for a new Supplemental Charter, and 
it was resolved :— 
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(a) That the drafting of the preamble be left in 
the hands of the President, Chairman and 
Solicitor. 

(6) That the following be the clauses of the 
prayer of the petition :— 

(1) That, notwithstanding any provision to 
the contrary or otherwise in the said Royal 
Charter of the eighth day of March, 1844, the 
Council of the Royal College of Veterinary 
Surgeons may, on the nomination of the 
authorities of an affiliated school, appoint the 
principal teacher of a subject to act as third or 
internal examiner at the examination in that 
subject of students educated at that school, 
provided that he does not set the written 
questions, and that he acts without remuneration 
or reward. 

(2) That, notwithstanding the provision to the 
contrary in Clause 9 of the Supplemental Charter 
of the 23rd August, 1876, any member of the 
Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons, other than 
a member of Council who is not a teacher at an 
affiliated school, may be eligible for election on 
the Board of Examiners. 

(3) That, notwithstanding the provision to 
the contrary in Clause 5 of the Supplemental 
Charter of 19th September, 1892, any member of 
the Council of the Royal College of Veterinary 
Surgeons, who is also a principal teacher at an 
affiliated school, may be eligible for election on 


the Board of Examiners as a third or internal 


examiner. 

(4) That the advertisements of the annual 
meeting in papers other than the London Gazette 
may be inserted in one or more professional 
journals, instead of in newspapers in London, 
Edinburgh, and Dublin. 

(c) That the seal of the College be attached to 
the petition. 

On the motion of Mr. Garnett, seconded by Mr. 
Willett, the report was received and adopted.

Apologies for Absence.— Apologies were received 
from Messrs. H. McConnell, R. Kernohan, J.

It was decided by the meeting that the Council 
of the Association deal with the matter. 

Election of New Members.—It was proposed by 
Mr. Monro and seconded by Mr. McLeay, that 
Mr. McBirney (Belfast) be elected as a member. 

Propaganda Work.—Mr. Smrru proposed and Mr. 
McLean seconded that a propaganda fund be 
instituted, and that the subscription be limited 
to ten shillings, also that Mr. McGuinness and the 
Secretary be asked to draw up a circular to be sent 
to each member of the Association claiming their 
support, 
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Messrs. J. H. McCrea, H. McConnell, H. C. Kelly, 
and Alex. Monro were successful in having pub- 
lished recently in the local Press at Londonderry, 
Armagh, Portadown, and Belfast a reprint of an 
address read at one of their meetings by F. W. 
Emery, F.R.C.V.S., on Public (Veterinary) Health. 

A reprint of an address by Frederick Hobday, 
C.M.G., F.R.C.V.S., F.R.S.E., read at the meeting 
on ‘The Value of Mutual Co-operation between 
Human and Veterinary Medicine” has been 
published in the Belfast Evening Telegraph and the 
Ulster Gazette and Armagh Standard. 

The paper to which reference is made, and which 
will be found elsewhere in this issue, gave great 
pleasure to the members. 


Discussion ON Masor Hoppay’s PAPER. 


The PrestpEnt, in thanking Mr. Hobday for his 
most interesting address, said, in order that the 
public might realise the importance of the veter- 
inary profession in stamping out diseases communi- 
cable from animals to man, he would suggest that, 
through the medium of Mr. Hobday’s address, they 
should introduce some propaganda work in the 
Press. As an Association they were especially 
interested in all veterinary matters from a public 
health point of view, and it was all important that 
they as a profession should educate the public on 
the matter. 

The discussion was continued by Mr. 
McGuinness, who, after complimenting Prof. 
Hobday on his valuable and interesting paper, 
went on to speak of the position dealing with 
tuberculosis among milch cows. Mr. McGuinness 
referred to the great boon which would be conferred 
on the public were the milk supply freed from the 
taint of tubercle bacilli, and argued that such an 
undertaking was really not as formidable as it 
appeared. He pointed out that when pleuro- 
pneumonia, which existed very generally among 
dairy cattle, was being stamped out, the milk 
supply was not sensibly interfered with. 

Mr. Ross also referred to an outbreak of mange 
affecting horses where the disease was contracted 
by the owner, his wife and children. 

Prof. Hospay, in reply, suggested that the 
Association should elect as honorary associates 
some members of the medical profession in Belfast. 

On the motion of Mr. McGuinness and seconded 
by Mr. Monro, a hearty vote of thanks was passed 
to Mr. Hobday for his most interesting and valuable 
address, 

Mr. Hoppay thanked the meeting, and, there 
being no further business to transact, this most 
successful gathering came to a close.

What is Milk ?—The Board of Trade in an Order 
amending the Milk Order, 1921, which governs the supply 
of milk by local authorities to expectant and nursing 
mothers and children, forbids the distribution of condensed 
milk under the scheme. Skimmed, separated, and butter 
milk, and milk submitted to sterilization, pasteurization, 
homogenization, or any other like process are approved.

Golf at Chester. 

Those visiting Chester in connection with the 
N.V.M.A. annual meeting who like a little relaxation 
in the way of golf, are requested to notify Mr. F. G.

Rabies Restrictions Reduced. 

The Ministry of Agriculture has announced the 
withdrawal of the Muzzling Order from the Middle- 
sex (Acton) area and a considerable reduction of 
the muzzling area in the south of England. 

The Ministry desires to remind the public that 
the period which elapses from the date when a 
dog contracts infection to the time when the 
symptoms of rabies appear is sometimes one of 
many months. A case occurred in 1919 in which 
this period was one of 73 months, and as one case 
is sufficient to start a whole series of outbreaks, it 
is not safe from the public’s point of view to release 
a muzzling area until about eight months from the 
date of the last case. Further, as a rabid dog 
often runs many miles, leaving infection in its 
train with other dogs it meets, a large area has 
necessarily to be placed under restriction. 

It is satisfactory to note that the position of the 
country as regards rabies has shown great improve- 
ment during recent months. No case has occurred 
in the Reading and High Wycombe area for five 
months, and it is hoped that the Ministry will be 
able to free this area by the end of September. In 
the Hampshire and Wiltshire area, the worst centre 
of the disease is Southampton, where 14 cases 
have occurred since the lst December last. Two 
of these are within the last three months, and were 
undoubtedly due to infection contracted from 
earlier cases. The same -may be said of the case 
confirmed at Salisbury on the 10th June. 

The above facts clearly demonstrate the necessity 
for the most careful control over dogs by their 
owners in the areas still remaining under the 
muzzling and movement regulations, as it is only 
by the co-operation of all concerned that rabies will 
again be entirely stamped out as it was in 1902. 
These restrictions cause irritation and inconvenience 
to dog-owners, and it is therefore to their advantage 
that they should take every possible step to prevent 
the carelessness and selfishness of the few being the 
means of prolonging the restrictions, the enforce- 
ment of which is distasteful alike to the authorities 
and to the public. Any failure to observe the 
requirements of the regulations may have serious 
consequences, and will therefore be regarded 
seriously by the Authorities responsible for their 
enforcement. Scrupulous and loyal adherence to 
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the regulations will, on the other hand, contribute 
to the final eradication of rabies and ensure the 
earliest possible removal of the restrictions. 


Army Veterinary Service. 
PRAISE FOR British ARMY VETERINARIANS. 

A tribute to the efficiency and value of the British Royal 
Army Veterinary Corps appears in an official dispatch by 
General Sir G. F. Milne, commanding the Army of the 
Black Sea. The dispatch says :— 

“All surplus animals have been disposed of. . . . 
Approximately 5,000 horses and 17,000 mules brought in 
prices which averaged 50 and 42 pounds sterling 
respectively. The fact that such prices were obtained 
was largely due to the splendid condition of the animals, 
thanks to the conscientious work of the Royal Army 
Veterinary Corps under Lieutenant-Colonel W. A. 
Jelbart.”’
